I have received your letter of April the 13th with copies 
of forms for the new cost system and will thank you to send me one 
more copy of the same. 

As you have invited criticies of this new cost system, 1 
will offer a few suggestions. As I understand it, the sweepe cellar 
ie pleced under the Melting 4 Refining Department. This ceens to me 
te be an error. I believe the sweeps cellar should be under the Gener- 
el Department and under the direct control of the Superintendent, The 
sweeps from the coiner, the ingot room,refinery and deposit melting 
room are all sent to the sweeps cellar for treatment and the results 
obtained give the Superintendent & very good check on all of these de- 
partments. If allewed to remain under the contre of the Melting & Re- 
fining Department, it would be possible te conduct the sweeps cellar in 
e canner that would benefit the Melting & Refining Departzent as against 
the others. For these reasons, 1 believe it most important that the 
svecps celler should resin as at present under the direct control of 
the Superintendent. 


1 have reed over the various papers in connection with the new

cost system very carefully severel \imes, The syétem seens to ve very 
complicated and when installes in an institution of this size will cause 


o large ewount of unneceseary labor and will teke much time that could be 


used to more sdvantage. This new cost system would work much better, in 


my judgment, in a large institution employing from two to ten thousand men. 
A system thet might be best for a lerge institution or corporation would 
not in all cases do as well in a omall institution like the Denver Mint 
with only ninety five employees. 1 understand that some of the very large 
corporations have o system of this kind in force at the present time. 

As I understand it, the thing we all want is results, end the 
sinpliest and most economical way to get them ie to be desired. 1 feel 
confident a much simplier system could be installed here and one that 
would not require one half of the time and Jabor that will be necessary 
to keep thie system in working order. We have a limited number of clerks 
and much of their time will be taken up after this syste is installed ty 
eat eeons to be unnecessary labor to the detriment of the practicth end 
necessary work of the Mint. 

Ye are keeping & very ood check on all coste by our present 
system but 1 Delieve it can be improved ine measure by a few very simple 
rules that will make e very good check on all costs. 

1 regret very much that the department has decided te adopt « 
syston so complicated ap this one scene to be and one that will require #9 
such time and isbor.
